MOVEMENT TO CUBA. 


More Troops 
and Transports Will 


at Once. 


Washington, June 10—A powerful fleet 


of 16 ships are assembled in Florida 
waters to convey the troops and trans- 
ports to Cuba immediately. 


Another formidable American fleet of 


sixteen vessels of various classes, headed 
by the Indiana is it Port Tampa to serve 
to convoy the troops and transports. 


The formation of this fleet is due to re- 


ports of Spanish ships lurking between 
Cuba and Florida to intercept the trans- 
ports. Ik was brought together by Com- 
modore Remey and ia strong enough to 
copo with any ship at large ia West 
Indian waters and entirely eliminates any 
possibility of danger attending the trans- 
portation of the army of invasion of Cuba. 
There will be from 30 to 50 transport 
ships, making a remarkable flotilla. 


The war department today announced 


that 50 ships had been chartered as trans- 
ports on the Atlantic coast and 10 on the 
Pacific. 


Kews has just been received from Jack- 


sonville, Fla., that a torpedo accidentally 
exploded in St. John's River, 18 miles 
from there, killing three men and badly 
wounding: Lieut. Hart of the 
United 


States engineers in charge of the work.

SPAIN'S RESISTANCE 
HOPELESS. 


America Meed Not be Afraid of Europe, 


Says England, 


London, June 10.—The St. James Ga- 


zette this afternoon published a long edi- 
torial pointing out tUe hopelessness of 
any further Spanish resistance and sug- 
gests that tha Americana seek a aettle- 
mant of the Cuban question in Spain. 


It says: "There is no need of an inva- 


sion, but the mere presence off the coast 
ofastronsr armament which the Spanish 
navy could not drive off, would produce a 
tremendous effect; and there arc numerous 
unfortified anchorages where the Ameri- 
cans could recoa1 with leisure.

straction called " Europe " they must be 
very timid. Let them consult the Sultan .

IS THROUGH THE HOUSE, 


The War fievcnue Bill Not Par Prom 


Enactment, 


(By Associated Press.) 
i 


Washington, June 10.—Nearly 30 trans- i 


ports are anchored in the gulf or Mexico, j 
with 27,000 men cooped in them. They 
sailed from Tampa, but had not gone far 
before they were brought to a halt be- 
cause of information which reached the 
war board that four Spanish warships 
were lying in wait for them. Additional 
convoys have been ordered to reinforce 
the ships already selected. The report 
may or may not be true, but no chance 
of the loss of any of the troopships is to 
be taken. 


Military and naval officers are in a 


flutter over the suspicion that they have 
been outwitted by the Spanish navy. 
Having sent the transports to sea with 
27,000 men, there now comes the disquiet- 
ing rumor that four Spanish warships 
are lying- in the path of the troops. The 
worst of it is that the naval war board 
seems to have been taken entirely by 
surprise. 
They confidently supposed 


that all of the Spanish navy was either 
bottled up in Santiago harbor, or else 
was safe on the other side of the ocean. 
If this Information ia not correct they 
confess themselves baffled. So certain 
was the war board that the ocean was 
clear of danger that it was not deemed 
necessary to provide anything more than 
the marest display accompaniment of 
naval strength for the army. 


The highest In authority affect not to 


believe the story, and it is certainly 
true that no official confirmation has 
been received. Experience has shown, 
however, that official dispatches are al- 
ways from 24 to 48 hours behind the press 
reports, and as the latter have proved so 
frequently accurate, there is consider- 
able color for the belief that this latest 
story is also true. If it should prove to 
be accurate, the transports will be held 
up at Key West and some battleships 
including the Oregon, may be sent out to 
smash the enemy. 


The naval officers are endeavoring to 


reassure their military colleagues, as- 
serting positively that they know the 
position of every ship in the Spanish 
ravy, and that it is impossible for any 
fleet to be roaming at large in West In- 
dian waters. 
They acknowledge that 


If any large cruisers or battleships had" 
attempted to force the blockade at Ha- 
vana, the attempt would have undoubt- 
edly been successful, for all the fighting 
vessels of our navy are now concentrated 
at Santiago, leaving the entrance to Ha- 
vana harbor guarded by only a few gun- 
boats and revenue cutters. 
It is the 


belief of the officers that small gunboats 
have run out of the bays and harbors 
along the Cuban coast where they have 
been hiding, and have made their way 
into Havana harbor in order to be under 
the protection of the fortifications at 
that place. Accurate information, how- 
ever, as to exactly what has happened 
is lacking at the navy department. 


Word comes from the New York World 


that the report originated in a mistake 
in signaling. 
The story was that a 


the fleet off Havana and reported that 
on Tuesday night an auxiliary gunboat 
sighted tour vessels, which she took to be 
a battleship, two cruisers and a torpedo 
boat, between Salt Cay and Padre Del 
Cruz light. 
When within speaking dis- 


tance the gunboat hointed the private 
fleet signal. 
The strangers answered 


with three masthead lights, which was 
not the required signal, and then put out 
all their lights. 
The runbnat cruised 


after the strangers for a while and then 
abandoned the chase, it Is thought one 
of the vessels was the British cruiser 
Talbot, which left Havana Tuesday. 


If ths Invasion proceeds according to 


schedule, the bombardment cf San Juan 
and the capture of the island of Porto 
Rico may occur sooner than has been 
nntlclpated. 
The success of the naval 


expedition against Santiago makf-s it 
very apparent that tbe large army which 
has been sent to attack that town will 
Hot bo needed. 


Exciting Episode During tne 


Discussion, 


Orosvenor of Ohio Accused of Being Under 


Influence of Liquor. 


\Fashtngton, June 10.—At last night's 


session of the house, ilr. Dlngley urged 
fee necessity for passing the war revenue 
bill. He said the house conferees made 
no effort to eliminate the tax on teaov*- 
ins to the decisive vote by which the sea- 
ate had incorporated it. Because the 
new crop wag just about to arrive stocks 
on hand were very low. The consump- 
tion in the country amounted to 100,000,- 
000 pounds annually. Relative to the 
coinage of silver bullion, Mr. Dingley 
explained that tho provision would re- 
sult ultimately in an increase oEveircu- 
lation outstanding by the amount of the 
present seigniorage or about $42,03t),000, 
the provision declaring explicitly that 
the coinage should proceed at the rate of 
not less than $1,500,000 per month, and 
the dollars should be used for the re- 
demption of silver certificates which, 
when redeemed, should be cancelled. 
The provision was materially different 
from the law of 1890. 


Mr. Bailey exprassed hearty concur- 


rence in what he called the "candid ad- 
mission o* the gentleman from Maine 
that the coinage feature amounts to 
nothing and is practically a reiteration 
of what is already law." Ife then criti- 
cised generally the bill as being chiefly 
burdensome to those who were least able 
to bear additional burdens. He attacked 
•specially the provision relaMng to mixed 
flour as unconstitutional and was In- 
tended not to raise revenue, but to de- 
stroy an industry. 


Mr. Pierce (Dem., Tenn.) attacked 


what he declared the negligence of the 
administration and its failure to relieve 
quickly the distress in Cuba which had 
largely precipitated hostilities. "Where 
now are the starving women and chil- 
dren to whom our warships were to take 
other ships laden with food?" cried Mr. 
Pierce. "They are all dead, a member 
says, and it IS true. All that will greet 
our soldiers and sailors now when they 
land on Cuban soil will be the bleaching 
bones of women and children as the 
monumental evidence of the humani- 
tarian policy of this Republican admin- 
istration." 


Further digression from the bill was 


Indulged In by Mr. Swanson (Dem., Va.), 
who vigorouily dissented from any in- 
clination to turn the war Into one tit 
a&gression, to end with this country 
holding great colonial possessions. He 
attacked the bond and other features of 
the bill, besides ths toSwcco taxes. Mr. 
Swanuon criticised the administration 
In its conduct of the war and antagon- 
ized the bill as conducive to the interests 
of monopolists and ths very rich. 


Mr. Orosvenor (Rep., O.) made an 1m- 


pasiloned response. He said:

terly personal in his declarations, charg- 
ing the Virginia member with being ser- 
vll« to narrow political motives. "He 
would starve the soldiers of the Union 
while ho would prattle a little about 
liberty," said Mr. Grosvenor. He de- 
clared It w«e not possible to frame a 
speech with "mort hostility to the govern- 
ment and mpre sjitagontein to the peo- 
ple than the speech of the gentleman 
from Virginia." He referred to the Vir- 
Klnlan as representing a "comestible 
district." A laugh was created when 
lie referred to the battleship Oregfin as 
having recently "sunk a Confederate 
torpedo boat." He explained the mis- 
take by the "unpatrlotlsm or the gentle- 
man from yirfimlA." _

NO INTERVENTION. 


Little Chance of Any Euro- 


pean Nation Mixing in 


Our War. 


London, June 10.—In the house of 


commons today Arthnr Balfour replied to 
the question whether in view of the con- 
ditions in Cuba and the sufferings arising 
from the war, England or any other 
European government have any intention 
to intervene to Bscore a oesoation of hos- 
tilities by inducing one or both belliger- 
ents to negotiate t«rms of peace. 


He said that her mujesty's government 


will gladly take any favorable opportu- 
nity of promoting a cessation of hostilities 
but there is not sufficient grounds for be- 
lieving that it would be wall received by 
both parties or that it would lead to an 
agreement between them.

reply said: "The only 
reason I can give for the unfair, unjust, 
unpatriotic and untrue, personal attack 
upon me Is that the speaker is in such a 
condition that he does not know whether 
he is fighting the Confederate or Spanish 
forces." He then made an eloquent de- 
fense of his diatrict. Later Mr. Swanson 
again secured the floor and declared his 
belief that the Ohio member would never 
have made the "brutal attack had he 
been sober." 


, Mr. Grosvenor declared he had at- 
tacked the sentiment of the Virginian's 
speech and not the personality of the 
member. He denied having referred to 
the latter's district as "contemptible," 
and said he had used the word "con- 
testible." This declaration was greeted 
with hisses and general protests from the 
Democrats and corroborative expres- 
sions from the Republicans/ He de- 
nounced Mr. Swanson's insinuation that 
he (Grosvenor) was not sober as a 
weapon "which no honorable opponent 
would use" In a debate such as the one 
in progress. The Democrats jeered and 
the Republicans applauded the de- 
nunciation. 


The bill was passed—154 to 107. 
The act as approved by the house puts 


a tax of $2 on all beer, lager beer, ale, 
porter and other similar fermented 
liquors, brewed or manufactured and 
seld or stored in warehouses, or removed 
for consumption or sale, for every barrel 
containing not more than 31 gallons; 
and at a like rata for any other quantity 
or fractional part of a barrel, with a dis- 
count of 7% percent on all sales by col- 
lectors to brewers of the stamps provided 
for the payment of the tax. An addi- 
tional proviso was added as follows'by 
the conference: "That the additional 
tax imposed in this section on all fer- 
mented liquor stored in warehouses, to 
which a stamp had been affixed, shall be 
assessed and collected in the manner now 
provided by law for the collection of 
taxes not paid by stamps." 


Special taxes from July 1: Bankers 


employing a capital not exceeding J25,- 
000, $50; employing a capital exceeding 
$25,000 for every additional $1000, $2; 
Burplus included In capital. The amount 
of such annual tax to be computed on 
the basis of the capital and surplus for 
the orecedins fiscal year. Savings banks 
Having no capital stock, and whose busi- 
ness is confined to receiving deposits and 
loaning or investing the same for the 
benefl't of their depositors, and which do 
no other business of banking, are not 
•ubject to this tax. Brokers, $50, but 
any person having paid the special tax 
as a banker shall not be required to pay 
the special tax as a broker. Pawn- 
brokers, $20.

Proprietors 
of theaters, museums and concert halls 
In cities of more than 25,000 population, 
$100. This does not include halls rented, 
or used occasionally for concerts or 
theatrical representations.

$100. No special tax paid in one state is 
to exempt exhibitions from tax in an- 
other state, but one special is to be im- 
posed for exhibitions within any one 
state. Proprietors or agents of ail other 
public exhibitions or shows for money, 
not enumerated here, $10. Bow.irg al- 
leys and billiard rooma, 55 for each alley 
or table. 


In lieu of the tax now imposed bylaw, 


a tax of 12 cents per pound upon all to- 
bacco and snuff, however 
prepared, 


manufactured and sold or removed for 
consumption or sale; upon cigars and 
eigarete manufactured and sold, and 
removed for consumption, or sale, ,the 
following taxes to be paid by the manu- 
facturers: $3.60 per 10000 on cigars weigh- 
ing more than three pounds per 1000; 
$1 per pound on cigars weighing not 
more than three pounds per 1000; $3.60 
per 1090 on clgarets weighing- more than 
three pounds per 1000, and $1.50 per 1000 
on cigrarets weighing not more than three 
pounds per 1000; provided, that in lieu 
of the two, three and four ounce pack- 
age* of tobacco and snuff now authorized 
by lAw there may ba packages thereof 
containing one and two-thirds ounces, 
two and one-half ounce* and three and 
one-third ounces, respectively, and In 
adaiUon to packages now auuiorized by 
law, there may be packages containing 
one ounce of smoking tobacco.

Bray, an Expert Blacksmith 


a Tluique Collection. 


What probably constitutes the hand- 


somest and most original sot of miner's 
tools in the city, if not in the west, is in 
tho possession of James Bray, who is an 
expert blacksmith, as his work shows, 
made each article of the collection himself 
and were he anything but the modest 
man he is tho praise which every exhibi- 
tion of the tools evokes would turn his 
head to an inordinate and dangerous de- 
gree. 


The tools are seven in ntunber, and con- 


sist of three pole picks of tho kind used 
by exports to break off samples of rook 
and four candlesticks. The eyes and straps 
of two of the picks are forged from one 
piece of steel, and the manner in which 
the wood of the handles is worked into the 
straps is quite a puzzle. Particularly ia 
this tho case with one of tho picks, which 
has four straps and shows the same num- 
ber of apparent divisions in the handle. 
One mining man after carefully examin- 
ing the tool gave it as his opinion that the 
wood was simply inlaid. The psoinpt offer 
.of Mr. Bray to bet $50 that only one piece 
of wood constituted the handle and tho 
straps were forged around and his will- 
ingness to allow the tool to be cut to pieces 
in proof of his assertion caused tho other 
man to change his mind, and he declined 
to bet.

the Plan Used In the Library of Columbia 


University. 


There has been ovur sinjje tho world 


nnerged from tho dim light'ot the tallow 
dip a dosire'for moro aud rnoro brilliant 
illumination, without color, without shad- 
ows and yet with abundance of light. 
This light for bost effects should come from 
as many directions above the lino of sight 
an ixj^siblo. 
In inUu-lor illumination tho 


flours and side walls should therefore bo 
dark, the ceiling as light as possible and 
tho illumination should come from as 
many sources as practicable. If ono direc- 
tion only is available, then tho opposite 
wall should bo kept light to give reflection. 
Few peoplo realize that a "dead white" 
surface reflects about 80 per cent of the 
light which falls upon it, and, therefore, 
that a white wall or ceiling is an excellent 
reflector, and, in fact, absorbs much less 
light than does any transmissivo diffusion 
apparatus, such as ground glass globes, 
etc., which often absorb 40 to CO per cent 
of tho light impinging upon them. 


A desire for diffused illumination for 


bringing out the architectural effects of 
tho new Columbia Univtrsity library led 
to the following design for this purpose: 
A white opaque sphere 7 feet in diameter 
was suspended from the middle of Uie 
dome, 85 feet above tho floor, by one-quar- 
ter inch steel lope, the latter being ertirc- 
17 invisible from below. To all appear- 
ances tho sphere floats in the air. The 
globo is a framework of wood covered with 
veneering and coated with a white matt 
surface wash, its general appearance bo- 
ing that of a ground glass surface 
This 


is illuminated to an intrinsic brilliancy of 
from 75 to 300 foot candles by rays j>om 
eight Colt projection lanterns placed in 
eight equidistant corners of the four up- 
per balconies. «• 
These lights are boxed in BO that only 


the projecting lens is visible. Each of 
them throws a disk of light 0 feet 6 indies 
in diameter upon the sphere. Tho eight 
disks overlap* so that the wholo sphere 
seems to glow with a palo, diffused light. 
The effect is beautiful in tho extreme. 
The surface seems translucent, and tho 
light seems to como from a certain depth 
within and to batho tho wholo globe with 
a warm light. As the globe floats below 
the ceiling it is difficult to locate it. 
Whether it is near by or a moon in the 
clear sky miles away is left to the imagina- 
tion. This is not intended as a light by 
which to read, the tables all having read- 
ing lamps, but it is possible to read, with 
considerable ease on the floor of the read- 
ing room by the light of the sphere alone. 


A crude test gives the approximate can- 


dle power as about 500, but the light is so 
white and so agreeable that it gives one 
the Impression of greater power. Tho 
eight lamps take about 150 amperes, tho 
whole lighting of the main reading room 
taking about 300 amperes, while Che cen- 
tral room of the Congressional library at 
Washington, about 10 per cent larger, re- 
quires nearly 900 amperes.—Progressive 
Age.

Here 
also are posted the opera and theater 
programmes, in type not much larger 
than the ordinary newspaper size. These 
advertising posts correspond in a meas- 
ure to the fence display advertising so 
much used iu American cities, but are 
really uot much more than public bul- 
letin boards.—New York Press.

The Way to Dock a Catboat. 


Making a dock will not be simple, on

In general this is dona 
by approaching at on acute angle to the 
line you purpose to inajfe the dock on and 
rounding up abruptly by putting the rud- 
der hard over and letting the sheet run to 
spill the wind out of the sail. This abrupt) 
turn serves to kill nearly all the headway 
and should leave only enough for the bout 
to carry up to the dock. The remaining 
headway is checked by going up in the 
bow and "fending off." 


Tho abruptness of the turn and tho 


amount of room allowed for rounding up 
will vary according to the wind and can 
only be acquired by practice.

THE HEAT OF THE SUN 


ONLY THE MEREST TOUCH OF IT 


REACHES THE EARTH. 


One Wi»y by Which Yon M»y Make Old 


Sol's Fierce Kay* Burn an Iron N»ll tike 
a Match — The Atmosphere That Sur- 
rounds the Ovb of Day. 


The sun Is so constantly before us that 


we do not often stop to consider what an 
enormous object it is and what an Im- 
mense araouut of energy it is pouring 
forth every second. If the sun wore a hol- 
low ball nnd tho earth were placed at its 
center, the moon could still revolve at its 
distance of 289,000 miles around the earth 
insida this hoHow ball. 


Indeed its path would be little more 


than half way between the center of the 
earth and the sun's surface, which would 
be 433,000 miles from us if the earth were 
placed at the center of the hollow ball 
which represents tho size of the sun. 


We shall see that the sun is hotter than 


electric arc light, whiab melts all known 
Bubstanoes, and one of the greatest ques- 
tions which puzzles scientific men is to ac- 
count for the work which this heat docs in 
the vast regions of space, for only the two- 
billionth part of it produces trees and 
grass and supports tho life of creatures on 
this earth. 


One of the best ways of realizing the in- 


tense heat of the sun is to use a burning 
glass or a lens and concentrate the heat 
rays on a piece of paper. One can thus 
speedily burn a hole in the paper. 


Not long since an old felt hat was dis- 


covered to be on fire In one of the labora- 
tories of Harvard university. How the 
fire could have started In the hat was a 
great puzzle, for it was on a table appar- 
ently removed from every object which 
was combustible, and the only other ob- 
ject on the table was a peculiarly shaped 
water bottle. 
The mystery was soon 


solved. 'When the afternoon sun shone Into 
tho laboratory room, the water bottle col- 
lected the sun's rays and concentrated 
them like a burning glass on the hat. 


Sometimes one discovers black spots on 


leaves of trees which are caused by the 
drops of dow concentrating the rays of the 
sun. These Of ops are also little burning 
glasses. It is an interesting experiment to 
make a lens out of ice and burn a piece of 
paper by means of rays which have passed 
through such a cold body. 


We can similarly concentrate the heat of 


the sun by mirrors. The best form of mir- 
ror is similar to that which is placed be- 
hind the headlight of a locomotive. This 
miJTor is not flat; it has a curved surface 
and it can bring the sun's rays of light to 
.1 focus—the very place where the head- 
light is placed. This headlight sends its 
rays to the curved mirror, which in turn 
sends out a straight beam of light along 
the track in front of the engine. 


When such a mirror is turned to the sun, 


it sends a straight beam into the mirror, 
and. as we have said, this beam is brought 
to a focus where the light is placed. Thus 
tho sun produces a light at the focus of 
tho mirror, and, if the mirror be large 
enough, can melt every known substance 
at tho focus—can burn an iron nail like a 
match. 


From experiments with large mirrors 


we know that the heat of the sun must bo 
capable of melting all known metals and 
glass and porcelain, for the sun must bo 
even hotter than the fpcus of the largest 
mirror we can construct, Binoe a wall ex- 
posed to a blazing fire cannot be hotter 
than the flre itself. 


If has often been proposed to use the 


great boat of the sun to propel vehicles. It 
is said: ""Why can't we mount mirrors in 
rooh a way that they will concentrate the 
heat of the sun on a boiler placed at the 
focus—juat where the headlight of on en- 
gine is placed? The heat in the boiler 
could be converted into steam and this 
steam could be used to propel the vehicle. 
With a suitably constructed flying ma- 
chine tho sun might lift us above the sur- 
face of the earth and draw us to himself 
across the ocean of space." 


If this were possible, we should be fro- 


zen to death when we left the warm atmos- 
phere of the earth, and we should be 
burned up when we got as near to the sun 
as the moon is to the earth. 


It may seem very singular that we 


should bs frozen to death as we approach 
nearer tha sun until we get within a cer- 
tain distance, and that our bodies should 
then be burned as if in a fiery furnace. 
Once in ascending a mountain in Switzer- 
land, at a height more than twice that of 
Mount Washington, my face was badly 
burned, although my body felt very cold, 
and I should have been frozen to death if 
I, thinly clod, had remained long at this 
altitude. Thick woolen garments act just 
like tho atmosphere of the earth. They re- 
tain the heafe and prevent its rapid loss by 
radiating away into space. 


The heat grows more intense as we ap- 


proach the sun. At first the rays radiate 
very rapidly afte* they have Struck, so to 
speak, tha htrmam bddy. When we ap- 
proach quite oearthe son, the Intense heat 
cannot be radiated away taeb enough to 
prevent <fte complete burning of all known 
objects and their conversion into vapor. 


The atmosphere, annoanding the earth 


acts like a blanket in keeping the earth 
warm, by preventing the rapid radiation 
of heat Mrto gj4d space. 
This atmosphere 


extends to a distance certainly of 600 miles 
above the earth, bat It is extremely thin 
at such a height, and a body at the height 
of BOO miles mold quickly lose the heat It 
receivef from the ran. 


The sun, too, has an atmosphere which 


probably extends to the enormous distance 
of 200,000 miles from bis ratface. This 
atmosphere is also like a blanket, and it 
hinders the radiation Ot heat from the hot 
interior of the ran. If this blanket should 
grow thinner, the earth might grow In- 
tolerably hot, or if it should become thick- 


of the earth.—Professor Trowbridge In 
Youth's Companion.

MONTE CARLO SUICIDES. 


TheU Jfnmber Not Exaggerated—A Wit- 
ness Describes How One Was Dealt With. 


"I had always believed," said a man 


,vho has just returned from, his first trip 
abroad, "that the number of suicides cred- 
ited to Monte Carlo every year was exag- 
gerated for sensation's sake, but I have 
been there recently, and I am inclined to 
believe the worst. I am convinced from 
what I saw that because of the precautions 
of the authorities there and the universal 
system of bribery which prevails only a 
small percentage of the suicides duo to tho 
gaming table is made known. Just let 
me tell you of one that I saw myself. 


'•I was in Monte Carlo on Tuesday, 


March SB, when in broad daylight a well 
dressed man walked out nof the Casino, sat 
down on tie steps and with a revolver blew 
his brains out. Suoh incidents were ap- 
parently too common to attract extraor- 
dinary attention, and the authorities of 
the place are always prepared for them. 
Almost before the smoke of the revolver 
bad cleared aw$y a lot of attendants rushed 
out, and after covering the body with sack- 
ing, which was kept on hand for the pur- 
pose, removed it. All trace of the tragedy 
was washed away, and in less than five 
minutes there was nothing on the steps to 
excite suspicion. I have no doubt that the 
authorities buried the body at their own 
expense and that nothing further will be 
heard of the case. 


"Very few of these Monte Carlo suicides 


are identified. As a rule, they are either 
broken down gamblers or man who Have 
gone therewith the Intention of recouping 
by a single stroke or losing all and dying. 
Silence in many cases is gained by grant- 
ing to relatives a sum from the secret serv- 
ice money, which is set aside every year 
from the vast revenue of the Societe des 
Bains de Mer de Monaco for the purpose 
of hushing up scandals. Too much pub- 
licity, you know, might bring the hand of 
justice on this establishment, which ruins 
thousands of men and women."—Ex- 
change. 


NEW AMSTERDAM. 


First Recorded Sale of a Lot In New York 


Waa For Lea» Than 810. 


Mrs. Schuyler Van Rensselacr has an 


article- in The Century on ''The Mother 
City of Greater New York." Mrs. Van 
Rensselaer says: 


The earlier streets had followed the wa- 


ter front, then formed by the line of Pearl 
street, to the eastward bt the fort. Here 
stood the new city inn, facing the East 
river, but on the site which is well away 
from the shora of the widened city of to- 
day, near the head of Cocnties slip. Broad- 
way was begun In 1613, on the site of its 
present No. 9, opposite the Bowling Green, 
and here for many years stood Krigier's 
tavern. At first the people had been mere 
squatters, putting their houses where they 
chose and facing them aa they chose, with- 
out personal titles to the land. Now some 
attention was paid to street lines, and the 
land was surveyed and gold in small par- 
cels. The first lot ot which tho sale is re- 
corded brought f9.69, and in 1648 a house, 
with several acres ef ground, not far from 
the foA was bought for 8840. 


Most of the houses were of wood and 


very small. Cornelia Van Tienhovsn, who 
had been in the company's employ for a 
number of years and was apw koopman, 
or secretary, lived !n one that was §0 feet 
in length and 20 i|j width on a spot that 
was afterward famo'iis as Golden hilt But 
tho company's warehouses were of stone, 
and tho governor's residence, within the 
fort, was of brick. Kieft ordered for him- 
self another dwelling 100 foot in length 
and partly of stone, an,d on tho outlying 
bouweries the farmers built substantially. 
Joints Broncic, » Dane, whom farm lay be- 
yond the Harlem, where Bronx park lies 
today, lived within stone walls, under a 
tiled roof. And his wife had substantial 
possessions—40 books, 11 pictures, various 
silver bowls, tankards and spoons, SO 
pewter plates and much clothing of cloth 
and of satin as well as of grogram.

A TALK WITH RICHARD JORDAN GAT- 


LING, INVENTOR OF GUNS. 


FLAGS O.N WA11SHJLPS. 


THE NATIONAL ENSIGN DURING A 


NAVAL BATTLE. 


He Believe* the United Statei Should Take 


and Hold the SpsuUh Oolonie* — Hope* 
For a Prorresilre Naval and Military 
Policy In Future—A Couple of Storl«*. 


NEW YORK, Juno 10.—[Special.]—I have 


just had a talk with Dr." Kichard J. Gat- 
ling, inventor of tho famous multibar- 
roled gun which bears bis name and who 
has been giving a good deal of his time re- 
cently to tho perfection of tho new single 
piece heavy gun' of which so much has 
been said in the newspapers. 


Dr. Catling will bo 80 if ho lives until 


next September, yet he is still halo and 
hearty, his hand grasp ia firm, his eye 
clear, his nerve steady and his physical 
strength so well conserved that he is 
abundantly nblo to spend hours each day 
at the office of the Catling Ordnance com- 
pariy, 33 Broadway. 


Dr. Gatling is ono of those who believe 


lirmly that tho United States must cither 
take complete possession of the Philippines 
and Puerto Rico as well as Cuba during 
tho present war, and must, moreover, hold 
them permanently or else step far back in 
the procession of the nations. 


"George Washington was one of tho 


greatest men who ever lived," said tho 
doctor today, "and his views as to the 
proper policy for tho United States were 
exactly suited to tho times in which ha 
lived. But George Washington never saw 
a locomotive or a steamboat. He died in 
1799 and the first vessel to be navigated by 
steam was not set afloat until 1808. 
In 


Washington's day ocean navigation was 
carried on exclusively by sailing vessels 
and separation from Eurppe by 3,000 miles 
of water .meant. practical isolation from 
the world. His views were in perfect ac- 
cord with existing conditions. We.ro he 
alive today his views and advice would bo 
in as perfect accord with present condi- 
tions. 


Plea For National Up to Dateness. 


"He would understand what so many 


Americans have been unable to see with- 
out a war—that the policy he outlined, so 
well suited to tho infant republic of the 
eighteenth century, is not at all suited to 
the great, progressive nation that domi- 
nates the western hemisphere in the nine- 
teenth and that inability or refusal to 
change means ruin. He would read aright 
the signs of the times, and he would un- 
derstand that only by being permanently 
prepared for war can the United States 
hope to hold its own with tho strong na- 
tions of Europe. He would see clearly 
that in the tremendous evolutionary strug- 
gles of the future only tho fittest among 
nations, as among persons, can survive 
and that to be fit a nation must be well 
armed with trained soldiers and naval 
men, with the best guns that can be made, 
with the most perfect ships and with the 
strongest forts that can be built. 


"Ho would understand—none better— 


that the views till recently so influential 
in the conduct of this government's army 
and navy affairs and falsely supposed to 
be in 'harmony with his famous 'no en- 
tangling alliances' injunction indefinitely 
followed out would lead to national death, 
and he would have fought with all his 
force against the indifference regarding 
coast defenses and kindred topics, the re- 
sult of wniob might have resulted in dis- 
aster bad we found it necessary to fight a 
first daps power Instead of Spain." 


Dr. Gatling; and the Reporter*. 


Like most inen who haue accomplished 


things, Dr. Oatling talks freely to news- 
papermen and believes heartily in the 
power arid usefulness of the press, albeit 
he has twg or three times suffered from 
pens &»t'were unduly exuberant. Here 
is an examtoite: 


Once wfcefei -he was living in a New 


England <5Jtj", where he was well acquaint- 
ed with the'lmal journalists, one of them 
published a big article descriptive of Dr. 
Catling's life qnd Inventions. 


"The article" was entirely complimen- 
tary," said lie doctor. "Indeed it made 
me put to be one of the greatest geniuses 
of the age. I ffarget how many successful 
inventions the writer placed to my credit, 
but the number was unheard of. More- 
over, b,e declared that I was constantly 
making n^ew ones and that I spent hours 
every day eiperinaenting in a little build- 
ing which he described in detail that stood 
back of my bouse and which he termed a 
shop. 


'•The description of this little structure's 


exterior was perfectly accurate, but it was 
used as a henhouse and not as a shop, and, 
besides, 1 was not' at that time engaged in 
perfecting any new invention. However, 
I shouldn't have minded the article had 
its inaccuracies gone no further than I 
have indicate*!. Put one of its paragraphs 
gravely stated that I had just completed 
an ice machine—ice machines were then 
in the experimental stage—with which I 
could make ice at 13 cents a ton. 


"Now, 
as a matter of fact, I had never 


given a thought to the making of artificial 
ice, but the article was written with such 
detail and suoh an air of truth that it was 
generally taken to be true and accordingly 
copied into newspapers all over the coun- 
try. Why, I believe I received at least 200 
letters of inquiry about that imaginary ice 
machine, ffoin would be investors, scien- 
tific men, hotel keepers and others. And 
the worst qf it was that a lot of these let- 
ters contained stamps, which made it nec- 
essary for me to answer them.'' 


Practical Joker1* Victim. 


f~ On another occasion Dr. Gatling was 
the victim of a practical joke, though it 
was intended that a certain reporter should 
be the only sufferer. 


This reporter was possibly a little 


"fresh," at all events tho clerks at the ho- 
tel at which the doctor was then staying 
seem to have thought so, and when he 
asked to be directed to "Gatling the gun 
man" pointed out some one else. Thig 
individual, who was necessarily in tho 
joke, was an entirely different man in ap- 
pearance from Dr. Gatliag. Ho was bald, 
whereas the doctor's hair is still thick. He 
was short and stout, and the doctor, 
though well built, is tall and inclined to 
bo slender. His nose was pronouncedly 
aquiline, which the doctor's is not, and he 
was dark, while tho doctor is fair. 


Of course the deluded reporter "inter- 


viewed" the supposed Gatling at length, 
but the latter was careful not to say any- 
thing that would bring tho doctor into 
ridicule, and had tho reporter gone no 
lurther than to write down what was said' 
there would have been no joke on any ono; 
save himsall. iiuc he lelo called upon to* 
describe the man he talked with In derail, 
and tho description was to at variance with 
the facta that the eminent gun inventor 
did not hear the la** of it for many years, | 
especially from hit own family. 


Dr. Gatling is now a resident of this 


city and may w> continue for tho remain- 
der of his life.

Ko Matter How Bndly Battered • Vessel 


Hay Be the Enemy Wiii Continue Fir- 


' Ing Upon It Until the Colon Are Hauled 
< 


Uowu or She It Destroyed. 
A story is told of a cabin boy on board a 


man-of-war who by his action in pulling 
dovtn tho enemy's flag during a battle 
gained a victory for his commander. The 
Etory illustrates tho va>ue of the national 
llag in a naval action and how much de- 
pends upon tho sailors Boeing it flying from 
tho masthead above thorn. It was just at 
tho beginning of a battle between two 
ships that the cabin boy, who had novel- 
been in a %ht, abked one of tho sailors 
how long it would tako the enemy to BUT 
render and what his own ship would 
have to do to beat the other. 


"Do you si'o that?" asked tho sailor, 


pointing to the flag which w<i, flying from 
the masthead of *ha other ship. "As long 
as that is flying tho other fellows will 
light, but when it coraos down they will 
stop and their ship will surrender." 


Tho cabin boy was too small to fight, 


but he mado up his miud to got the llag 
for his captain. During the battle when 
the ships wero lashed together he crawled 
on board the enemy's vet.se! and while the 
sailors wuro busy lighting climbed the 
rope ladder which ran up tho mast, and, 
pulling tho %s from its place, wrapped 
it around his body and carried it back to 
his own ship. Tho sailors were fighting 
bravely until one, looking up and seeing 
that the flag was gone, cried out to his, 
companions that the captain had pulled 
down tho Gag and there was no uso fight- 
ing longor. The men threw down their 
arms, and the mistake was not discovered 
until it was too late, for the cabin boy's 
comrades had seized the ship. 


The flag of his country is what every 


sailor and soldier throughout the world 
fights for during a battla When the llag 
is gone, they lose heart agd give up easily. 
Some of the bravest deeds have been iu 
defense of the flag and to get it back again 
when the enemy has captured it. 
When 


a ship goes into battle, the national flag is 
run up to tho marthead, the highest point 
on tho vcsse.1, where it flies until the en- 
gagement is over. Sometimes when the 
other ship is tho stronger or its sailors fight 
better and tho captain sees that he is 
beaten he pulls down his flag to show the 
enemy that he has had enough and wants 
to surrender. 
This act is called "striking 


the colors." It is a usual thing to run up 
a white flag in tbo place of the one which 
has been hauled down, but often, the sim- 
pla act of striking the colors is enough to 
end a battle. So long as the captaia of a 
ship sees any flag except a white one flying 
from the enemy's vessel ho will continue 
to fire upon it, for it is a sign that the 
sailors have not given up and are ready 
to fight longer. 
Sometimes during a naval battle the 


ropes which hold the flag are shot away, 
but in suoh cases there are always some 
brave sailors who will climb tho mast and 
put another in its place. During the Revo- 
lutionary war, 'Rhen'lbe ship commanded 
by Paul Jones was fighting an English 
vessel, the American flag was shot away 
and fell overboard into the water. One of 
the sailors who saw it fall jumped after it, 
and, although he was wounded, swam 
with it back to the ship, when it was fas- 
tened to the top of tho mast again. "When 
the flag went overboard, the Englishmen 
began to cheer, for they thought that Paul 
Jones had surrendered, but when they saw 
it flying from tho masthead onco more 
they changed their minds and finally sur- 
rendered themselves. The action of tho 
wounded sailor in jumping into the water 
to wsoue tho flag made his companions 
fight all the harder. 


Every ono who has read American his- 


tory knows aticmt the battle of Lake Erie 
and. of how Commodore Perry carried the 
flag from his sin,king ship and hoisted it 
upon another- When the English captain 
saw Perry jjfOing in a rowboat from tho 
sinking ship with the flag thrown over his 
shoulder, ho ordered his sailors to sink tho 
boat so that the flag couldn't be hoisted at 
the masthead of another American vessel 
He knew tiat if the American sailors saw 
that their flag was lost they would lose 
heart qpd eurrerolei;, and, as he expected, 
when they saw ^he flag flying again they 
worb^i harder and flaally beat his ships. 
A slup going" into action carries several 


flags—the national colors, which are hoist- 
ed in the most! prominent place; the union 
jack, tie pennant, which is a long, narrow 
streamer Jyiug from^the masthead, and a 
set of sigiial flagls, which are used to send 
messages'troiu ono ship to another. Wb.en 
a squadron of vessels under an admiral 
goes into a flght, the flagship flies besides 
the othdr fi&gs mentioned one which de- 
notes the rank of that officer. In the old 
' days, wh'ett war vessels were made of wood 
and had tftfeo masts, most of the flags 
were hoisted to the top of these masts. 
Nowadays, however, many of our fighting 
ships have on^y one mast, and several flags 
may bo jhpigted upon that, but tho stars 
and, sirij^s arp always at tho top. 


Wltep. tihe squadron is waiting for the 


enemy's ships and they are sighted, the 
signal "Prepare for action" is run up on 
tlje flaoship. During all the naval wars 
it has been the custom for the captains of 
naval vessels to have on board the flags of 
other countries besides their cwn, and-lre- 
quently one of these flags is used to ad- 
vantiige. During one of the long naval 
wars between England and some of the 
other European countries the captain of a 
small English war vessel sighted several 
big French mea-of-war, which, did they 
attack him, would have either sunk or 
captured his vessel. Franco and Spain 
were fighting against England, so he made 
haste to pull down the British flag and 
run up in its stead a §panish one. When 
tho Frenchmen saw tho letter flag, they 
did not bother with the little vessel and 
the Englishman escaped. 


During the war of 1812 an ICnglish cap- 
tain mado himself a great deal t>f trouble 
through fear that some of tho sailors on 
board his ship might pull down his flag 
before ho had beaten the enemy. Just be 
fore the battle ho ordered a sailor to climb 
to tho top of the mast and nail the flag 
there. The American ship proved the bet- 
ter, and before long the Englishman want- 
ed to surrender, but when he wished to 
pull down his flag he couldn't. Tho sail- 
ors were busy fighting, so the captain 
himself had to climb the mast and tear 
down the British ensign. 


There have been instances where the 


commander of a ship nailed his flog to the 
mast and leffc it fiyicg there until the ves- 
eoi sunk. 
'_i.'uu ias>E object, wiueii apjjtiuuu 


above the water was tho colors, and even 
the victorious enemy cheered the sinking 
flag.—New York Sun.

BY OUR WARSHIPS.

of n fleet may depend on keeping open 
romniunlcatiun between the different %PS- 
fccls of the squadron engaged. 
Owing to 


the fact that ih<» surface of the sea w<mld 
often he ohscured by the smoke of battle ! 
the diiUrullyof thin is apparent, and naval 
exports have been kept busy devising soruo 
method by which the flagship can com- 
municate with tho other vessels of a squad- 
ron at all times and under all conditions, 
lio far nothing 1mb been put in general 
Service which meets this demand. 


The present method of communication ] 


Is by the use of Haps representing numer- 
als, which are displayed in the ringing; 
by the use of the An'oH FV«tem o*" lijrhts 
for night work, by the Myer code of wig- 
wag signals and by the use of tho hello- 
graph. As it is of the utmost importance 
that tbe enemy chould not read the mcxr- 
sajro the signal books on board a vessel 
are protected with the greatest care and 
are destroyed along with the cipher code 
whenever it is seen that capture is inevi- 
table 
The semaphore system m wsn in 


tha British navy was tried for a time 
aboard some of our \essels, but it never 
became popular and has been abandoned. 


In signaling by the navy code the sen- 


tence to bo sent is looked up In thf code- 
book and Its corresponding number is ob- 
tained. This number is never more than 
four ilgures, on account of the necessity of 
petting tho signal with the least delay. 
The number having been obtained, the 
quartermaster in charge of the signal chest 
proceeds to bond the flags representing the 
numerals to tho signal halyards, so ns to 
read from the top down. These flags rep- 
resent the numerals from 1 to 9 and 0, and 
there is a triangular pennant termed a 
repeater, which is used in a combination 
where one or more numerals recur. The 
numbers refer to those found in the gen- 
eral signal book, in which arc printed all 
tho words, phrases and sentences necessary 
to frame an order, make an inquiry, indi- 
cate a geographical position or signal a 
compass course. Answering, interroga- 
tory, preparatory and geographical pen- 
nants form part of this code; also tele- 
graph, danger, dispatch and quarantine 
flags. 


The signal, having been prepared, is 


hoisted and left flying until the vessel to 
which the message has been sent signifies 
that it is understood by hoisting what is 
called the answering pennant. 
If the 


number hoisted by the flagship is a pre- 
paratory order for a fleet movement, it is 
left flying until all the vessels of the fleet 
have answered and then is pulled down, 
the act of pulling the signal down being 
understood as the command for the execu- 
tion of the movement just communicated. 


It Is often necessary for a man-of-war to 


communicate with a merchant vessel or 
with some other warship belonging to a 
foreign country. 
For this purpose the in- 


ternational code is also carried in tho sig- 
nal chest. These signals are those in gen- 
eral use by all the merchant navies of the 
world for communication by day at sea. 
There are 18 flags and a code pennant, cor- 
responding to consonants of the alphabet, 
omitting X and Z. The code pennant is 
always used with these signals. 


If & message is to be sent at night, the 


Arfois system of night signals, with which 
all our vessels carrying an electric plant 
ate fitted, is employed. These signals con- 
sist essentially of five groups of double 
lamps, the two lamps in each group con- 
taining: incandescent electric lamps and 
showing white and red respectively. By 
the combination of these lights letters can 
bo formed, and so letter by letter a word 
and thenco on order can be spelled out for 
thb guidance of the ships of a squadron. 
These lamps are suspended on a stay in 
the rigging and are worked by a keyboard 
from the upper bridge. 


On the smaller ships of tha service, those 


whioh are not fitted with electric lighting, 
Very'g night signals are used. This set 
includes tho implements for firing and re- 
charging the signals. The latter show as 
green and red stars on being projected 
from the pistols made for them. The com- 
bination of red and green in various ways 
is used to express the numbers from 1 to 9 
and 0, so that the numbers, to four digits, 
contained in the signal book may be dis- 
played. 


The Meyer wigwag system is employed 


either by day or by night. Flags and 
torches are employed. The official flag is a 
red field with a small white square in the 
center. T.he unofficial flag is the same 
with the colors reversed. The operator, 
having attracted the attention of the ship 
which is to bo signaled by waving the flag 
or torch from right to left, transmits his 
message by motions right, left and front, 
each matisn representing an element of a 
letter of tije alphabet, tho letter being 
made up orrrom one to four motions. 


When circumstances permit, the helio- 


graph is sometimes used. The rays of the 
sun are thrown by a system of mirrors to 
the point with which it is desired to com- 
municate and then interrupted by means 
of a shutter, making dots and dashes as 
used in the Morse telegraph code. This 
system is used onlj«when operations ashore 
are going on, as the rolling of tho ship 
would prevent tho concentration of the 
sun's rays. 


The present systems of flag signaling 


are products of experience in the past and 
are the natural growth of the cruder flag 
system in use in the war of 1812 and in 
the civil war. 
There have been some 


changes In the construction of flags, and 
the scope of communication has been en- 
larged, 'oub otherwise our forefathers talked 
at sea In much the same way that we do 
now. Of course the Ardois light signal is 
something very modern. In old times 
they coi»munka»ted at night either with 
colored lights or by torches, but as there 
•was no alphabetical code in those days tho 
process wo.s by means of flashes, repre- 
senting numbers in the signal book, and 
It was long and tedious.—New York Sun.

HOW TO CARE 


FOR THE HAIR. 


It is as great a mistake to wash the 


hair too often as to wash it too seldom. 
In the former case the constant use of 
water is apt to wash away the natural 
oil of the skin, without which the hair 
not only loses its glossy look of health, 
but is apt to turn prematurely gray and 
grow thin and scanty. In the latter case 
the mouths of the oil vessels at the 
root of the hair become clogged, dan- 
druff forms, the growth of the hair is 
retarded, and the hair becomes matted 
and dusty looking. 


To keep the hair in perfect health it 


should be washed at regular intervals. 
A strong and well person, free from a 
cold of any kind, should adopt once in 
every three weeks or a month as the 
proper limit of time between each wash- 
ing. When one is in delicate health, it 
should be washed every six weeks. 


On no account should the hair be 


washed if one is suffering from a cold 


with. Then make a fresh parting and 
repeat the process till the skin of the 
head is spotlessly white all over. You" 
must not be afraid of rubbing the scalp 
rather briskly. Then you must pour a 
little of the wash into your hand and 
gently rub it all over the head so as to 
cause a thick lather. Next rinse the hair 
thoroughly by holding the head over a 
bath or basin and see that the long 
hair is well cleansed at the same time. 


Pour \varm and then tepid water over 


the head till the water in the basin is 
quite clear and clean. Squeeze the hair 
between the hands and wrap it in a 
warm, dry towel. Rub it for a minute. 
Then take another dry towel and repeat 
this process till the moisture has been 
taken from the hair. Throw the hair 
back over the shoulders and, taking it 
in sections, dry it with hot towels 
till all the dampness has disappeared. 
Be careful not to rub too vigorously or 
this will make the hair hopelessly en- 
tangled. 


It is well to give the final drying with 


a palm leaf fan. Hold the long hair at 
arm's length and fan the air through it

It Is better to 
brush and romb a small portion at a 
time to avoid tangles. Never have the 
hair put up till it is as dry as It was 
before von IvgniS to wivah it, 


If you iireler to have your hair sham- 


pooed by a hairdresser, go to a first 
class man who is very particular in his 
methods. Terrible skin troubles, ecze- 
ma, parasites and other horrors have 
been caught by people who were not 
particular over these points, going to 
any and every hairdresser that they 
happened to be near. It is preferable 
to have the hair properly done at home 
by a skilled maid to running any of 
these risks. 
It must also be borne in mind that the 


shampoo wash, which may be excellent 
for greasy hair, is not so effective when 
the hair is dry. 


Medicine In the Nursery. 


When a child absolutely refuses to 


take necessary medicine, it must be ad- 
ministered by force, but this is seldom 
necessary and generally shows want of 
firmness and kindness in the nurse. 


When force is necessary, the nurse 


should close the nostrils of the child 
with one hand and when the mouth is 
opened should pour down the medicine 
well back into the throat with a spoon 
or glass held in her other hand. 


It is always unwise to deceive a child 


as to the taste of medicine, and the best 
plan is to explain that the medicine 
must be taken—say that if it is swal- 
lowed quickly it will taste less and 
promise a scrap ot chocolate or sugar 
afterward if this ia allowed. 
It is most important that medicine 


should be given in the exact quantities 
ordered. It is best measured in a gradu- 
ated medicine glass. 


Browned Mashed Potatoes. 


Peel a quart of potatoes, mash and 


let them lie in cold water for a while, 
then place them with a quart fresh, 
cold water over the fire. Add a table- 
spoonful salt and cook till done. Drain 
off the water and press the potatoes 
through a potato press. Put a small 
cup of milk with a tablespoonful butter 
over the fire. When hot, add it to the 
potatoes and mix well together. Add a 
quarter teaspoonful white pepper, put 
the potatoes in a dish, smooth the top 
and make several dents on top with a 
knife. Put a small piece of butler in 
each dent, set the dish in a hot oven 
and bake a light brown.

MANICURING 


THE NAILS. 


Every one will agree that beautiful 


and well kept hands are one of the 
greatest ornaments a woman can pos- 
sess, but unfortunately really beautiful 
hands are very rare nowadays owing 
to the little care they receive. The 
hands may be exquisite in form and col- 
oring, but their whole appearance in 
many cases is quite ruined by untidy 
and badly cut nail's. Manicuring is a 
very wonderful art, and by its use even 
ugly and ill formed nails may be made 
to look almost beautiful. The nails 
should be thoroughly manicured or.ce a 
week and polished daily with paste and 
powder, not forgetting to use the ivory 
nail presser also. 


A good manicure case is very expen- 


sive, so we should advise that only a 
few necessary articles be bought. 


The necesssry instruments are two 


polishers, cuticle knife, cuticle scissors, 
nail scissors, file and ivory presser; 
also nail paste, nail powder, packet ot 
emery boards, bundle of orange wood 
sticks, cleansing fluid and chamois 
leather. There is also a varnish sold 
for the nails, but a sufficient polish can 
be obtained by friction. 


Cut the nails the shape required and 


file them carefully with a steel file and 
afterward with an emery hoard, giving 
a few downward strokes to edge of nail. 


Soak both hands for a few minutes 


in warm, soapy water, dry, then take 
an orange wood stick after having pre- 
viously dipped it in the cleansing fluid 
and moisten underneath and round the 
n,nl, raising the cuticle. Now dip the 
cuticle knife in the cleansing fluid and 
carrftilly scrape away any skin adher- 
ing to the nail.

When this if thoroughly rubbed into 
the material, wring; and dry the cases 
and nib the inside with a piece of bees- 
wax. This is to prevent the disagreeable 
working through of the feathers when 
the bods are sisain stufft.d.

legislature this morning, and is expected 
to become a law with tho gavernor's Big- 
nature within a week. Tho committes 
on ways and means reportad the bill ia a 
new draft yesterday, providing tbat the 
county of Berkshire shell b<> responsible 
for the care and maintenance of the 
reservation.. 
It 
was brought up for 


action this morning, and after an inter- 
eiting debate, house rules were suspended 
to allow the passage of the bills through 
all the readings at ones. 
The vote was 


unanimous and the bill now goes back to 
tie senate for concurrence on the new 
draft, and tben to the governor. 


The debate in tho house began with op- 


position by Mr. Hayes of Lowell, who did 
nflt wish state money appropriated for 
the purpose. Mr. Magenis of this city, 
Mr. Hall of Williamstown and Mr.Steven- 
son of Pitrjfiald then spoko, presenting 
Berkshire's interests in a convincing man- 
ner. Mr. Wait of Medford answered tho 
objections of air. Hayes, explaining the 
addition.to the bill, which makes the 
county resposible for the care of the res- 
ervation. Mr. Hayes thereupon withdrew 
his objection, and there was uo dessent— 
ing rote when tho bill was ac ed on. 


It was hoped that the senate might act 


on the bill this afternoon, so that the 
governor's signature could be secured this 
week, but it is. more pfobabie that the 
senate will not -ict on it till Monday or 
Tuesday. The

The addition t.. rhe original draft of the 


bill caused some £urprise when it was first 
made koown, as it throws on the county 
through the county commissioners, the 
care of maintenance of a reservation 
which is the property of the state.

With the passage of the bill those who

Praise the School Exhibit 
Now in 


•Progress. 


There was a lar<ro attendance yesterday 


afternoon and evening nt the exhibition 
of school work in Or-ind Army ball. lu 
the afternoon the TOOIUJ wore crowded 
with pupils busily hunting for their own 
or their playruati's work, and showing 
contagious joy when 1 , :!iiliar specimens 
of penmanship ware t'uuud. There were 
also a nutnb'.r of tiachsrs Irom Pittsrteld 
and Adams schools and many expressions 
of praise wero heard for the excellence of 
the exhibit. In the evening fewer chil- 
dren were present and more 
parents 


looked over the specimens, showing no 
less pleasure than their children v, hen 
the latter's work was discovered, 
but 


having a wider interast in all the de- 
partments. 


A fuuluiu that interested many WAS the 


evident fact that in a number of «ases 
pupils have shown sufficient interest in 
their sludicb tu do optional work at home. 
This is rarely required of lower gra'-le 
grammar school pupils, bnt local teach- 
ers have been very successful in so inter- 
esting them that they do this optional 
work lor their own pleasure. Some of 
the best, examples of this are in the maps 
that are shown. One set that attracted 
much attention consisted of a number of 
maps of Cuba, showing much dexterity 
and originality in their making. The 
manual training department is also op- 
tional to a largo degree, and the results 
hero are surprising. The exhibition for 
this department includes some work in 
carpentry that would easily pass as that 
of expert professionals. Checker boards 
of inlaid work, picture frames, and a book 
case are among the features. 


The nature work is a new branoh this 


year, and is not yot fully introduced, yet 
the exhibits 
compare favorably with 


those of cities where it has been taught 
much longer. 
It is r. preparation for the 


study af the sciences, especially botany, 
and serves to interest the pupils in the 
observation ot natural beauties 
abniD 


them. The arrangement of all the de- 
partments has received much praise, for 
its convenience and emphasis of every 
branch. 


The exhibition will be open Saturday 


from 10 to 12 a. m. and from 2 to 6 p. m., 
at which time it will close. 


For the first time in connection with 


snch an exhibition in this city a printed 
directory was provided for visitors, which 
ha? added greatly to their interest, as by

At last the ico report is filed. The long 


expected document was put in the hands 
oi the city clerk this forenoon, and the 
icemen immediately began to lay plans 
for disposing ot their condemned ice.

tho local board's report. This letter is 
given in substance below. The decision, 
lorblda the sale of the greater part of the 
ice harvested in this city, and gives a 
monopoly of tho business to one or two 
dealers. There is every prospect o£ a 
arnal! s zed ice famine, according to the 
statement of ice dealers. Those whose 
ice was condemned will hare no trouble 
in disposing of their stock in other cities.

"Lower Pond" near Plagg's meadow, ia 
unfit as a source of ice supply, the ice 
therefrom is impure and unfit for domes- 
'tic use. 


We do find and adjudicate that the Zy- 


lonite pond as it now is, with the nui- 
sances existing on thejshorse thereof, ia 
an unfit source of ice supply, and the ice 
from said pond until said nuisances are 
removed, is impure and unfit for domestic 
use. 


Wa also find and adjudicate that the 


Kemp pond ia an unfit source of ice sap- 
ply, and the ice therefrom is impure and 
unfit for domestic use. 


The ice cut from the Stamford reservoir 


and Reservoir pond, although care should 
be exercised in its use, is not condemned 
for domestic purposes.
